used, and Instead of deop forgings or steel
connections, which are used to hold the
frame together, aluminum bronze metal is
used. This metal Is about the color of 14-
kiarat gold. The wood rods are finlshed in
the wpatural wood, antique oak, mahogany
ar rosewood, The aluminum bronze used
Ith the construction of the bicycle la sirong,
Hght and n very tough metal. 1t haa been
thoroughly tested, and 18 clalmed to be su-
perior stoel for this purpoge, Ity tensile
strongth Is 80,000 pounds, It does fnot rust
or tarnish, I8 the same color all the way
through, and with an oedaslonal wiping off
with a chamols or woolen cloth, will al-
ways look bright and handsome. It I=s also
elatmed thiat the wood rods have many times
the strength of the steel tube used In the
ordinary bleyele. There Is no possibility of
the wood rods becoming derangoed, and they
are abgolute security against indeptation or
“huekling,” which so frequently occurs with
steel framos,

Following Is a copy of the bill which the
members of the League of American Wheel-
men I New Jersoy are now working to have
adopted by the state leglslature:

“Any person who shall have purchased a
tickot issued by any railroad corporation
entitling such person to transportation on
its rallroad and ferrles ag a passenger shall
have the right, by virtue thereof, to the
transportation on the same hoat ot traln
with such passenger as baggage one bleycele
to or from the place designated in such
ticket, without further or other payment to
the rallroad corporation thercof. No pas-
senger shall be required  to remove any
ordinary or ucual bieyele bell or lantern
from such bleyele, nor to erate, cover oy
otherwlse protect such bieyele. Any rall-
voad corporntion refusing to transport b=
eycles or refusing to accept the same for
transportation as baggage, In violation of
the next preceding ection, shall forfeit and
pay to such passenger the sum of $10 for
each and every offense; to be recoversd In
an action of debt in any court of competent
Jurlsdiction

THIE NATIONAL LEAGUE,

The Annunl Assembly of the Lengoe
of American Wheelmen,

The annual nseembly of the League of
Amerlean Wheelmen, wnich will be held In
Albauy, N. Y., during the present week, will
undoubtedly be the most interesting in the
history of tho organization. During the last
year the membership has nearly doubled,
and now exceeds the combined membership
of all other similar organizations throughout
the world., Its anoual convention I8 natu-
rally of the utmost importance and Interes(
Lo’ wheelmen,

Notwithstanding Ita past achievments com-
paratively few know the eurly history of
the 1. A. W. or the men who have helped
make It fammous. It was organized on May
@1, 1880, at Newport, K. 1., upon the call of
. Kirk Monroe, president of the New York
Bleyole club, who first thought only to bring
ns many wheelmen as possible together fur
n day of pleagure,

The oljects, ag set forth In the constitu-
tlon prepared by Mr, I'ratt, were:—"To pro-
mote the general dnterests of bleyeling, to
ascertain, defend and protect the rights of
whoelmen: and to encourage and facilitate
touring.” The regulation of trick racing
has €inee been added, Upon this platform
the league hag steadlly grown in numdbors

land at the preaent time 16 has an enrollmeut

of neavly 76,000 members,

After the electlon of officers the assembly
will have many matters of the utmost lm-
portance to consider, The mosl important of
all 1& one ploecing direct control within the
Jurisdiction of the raocing board of each di-
vislon. Under the present system the con-
tralling body is the Natlonal Racing board,
appointed by the president, and consisting of
goven members, whose duty It 18 to punish
violators of the rules, control the granuting
of sanctions, foster the sport, and keep It
free from all objectionable elements,

For some months past the western and
southern divisions bave boen requesting per-
migslon to conduet race meetings on Sunday,
and with thig eod In view the Callfornin amd
Mizsourl divislons have Introduced amend.
ments, In these gections of the country the
subject Is regurded more lberally than in the
past, and there 18 a unanbmous sentimont
there In Its favor, but the eastern divislons
are Inolined to take an opposite view. It s
probable that the agsembly will permit Bun-
day racing In some slates, subject to the ap-
proval of the board of officers of cach di-
viglon,

Chalrman Gldesn introduced an amend
ment glving control of closed college meeis
to the Intercolleglate Athletle association.
The demand for this has come from the
colleges which desire to'pay the oxpenses of
thelr athletes, which the rules of the league
would not permit in cycle racing.

One of the greatest features of the assem-
bly will be “Good Roads day,” which will be
devoted entirely to the discussion of the im-
provement of highways.

BOSTON'S NEW IDEA,

Garden for Wheelmen (o Surpass
Anyihing of the Kind in the Waorld,
If the ldeas of those who are promoting

the Fenway garden scheme in Boston are

ecarripd out that cily will be far ahead of

Greater New York In the matier of up-to-

date accommodations for wheelmen, The

Feuway garden Is to be a bullding much on

the plan of Madison Square garden In New

York, yet It will be muclt lavger than that

fine structure, The bullding Itself, says the

Hrooklyn Eagle, will be situated at the corner

of Boylston wireet and Massachusetts avenie

and will cover an area of 185,000 saquare feel.

The piojected cost Is aboul §1,200,000 and

this will be provided for by the sale of shares

at $10 cach, It belng the ldea B have the
prospective patrons become  shareholders
in the scheme, As bhas been sald, he bieycle
will be the principal feature in this Dew
venture, The amphitheater in the maln part
of the structure will provide for big enter-
talnments and shows, occupylng the same
place in Hoston that Madison Bquare garden
dons In New York., It Is also proposcd to
bave & skating rink on the fleor of the amphl-

theater. On the ground finor of thae wilding
will be a large awimming pool, right noar tha
entrance. This will be 118x80 feet In wige
and Atted up with the Intort and most ap-
proved appliances and will be supplled with
running water, On one side of this pool
will be a Bleyele storage room and from this
will fun the famp or drive for bicycles, which
will twist tn amd aboul the whole bullding,
running up a« high as the roaf In some places
and all the way around the amphitheater, and
svetlooking that interesting place,

It I8 & feature of the project that one may
tide In the bullding, up K1 and down
throiigh woods and over bridges, and !nrq.'r'a
that he In Indoors at all In addition to
meveral rings for beginners there will be &
wide path around the entlre bullding and
this path, by easy grades, will connect the
different fMloors and afford a contiowous ride
of nearly A& mile In length. It will be »
kind of bleyele maze, the seenle efMects Lelng
euch that the rider may, under cover, enjoy
the delights of an excurslon through the
stiects of Calro, A pass In the Alp=s, portions
of old London and hall a dogen other odd
and Interesting biis,

There will be roadelde Inns at Intervals,
where one may stop to rest, or to put wind
in his tire, or to repair damage—though on
such a path damage could scarcely ever be
tncurred. There will be artificlal brooks,
babbling over rocky falls, and many other
devices to make riding on a wet or wintry
dny quite as pleasant as riding out of doors
In good weather, Thete will be room for
the storage of a large number of machines,
and also a repalr shop, and this will cers
tainly be a great acocommodation, as the po«
sitlon of the bullding, dlrectly on the park,
will make It most convenlent for bieyclists
who wish to ride through the park system
or ot Into the suburbs,

(e may ride into business in the morn-
Ing, check hin machine st the Fonway gars
den, thus avolding the neceseity of ridimg
over the pavements, run down town In o
very few minutes and eall for the wheel at
the close of the day's work, 1L la supposed
that the number of riders who would resort
to the garden during unseasonable weather
for out-of-door wheeling would be wvery
great, as almost all riders profer to kdop In
good physical conditlon from season to eea=
mon If they can find any way of doing it.
This has become the most popular of all
pastimes, and it Is estimated that In Boston
and the contiguous terrltory there are over
200,000 riders, The scheme has heen testod
In Paris, at the Palals Sport, Rue de Herrl,
where, In a comparatively small bullding,
by the use of what they call the plste en
spirale, the blevelst may get an agreaable
ride of 1,000 metres with actually less elimb-
Ing by bhalf than wheeling up the Avenun
des Champs-Elysces, This spiral track re-
minds one of a theater without seats or
gtalld and the various gallerles conpected,
one with another, by a unlform and gradual
nscent, There is a very falr ilusion of
summer scenery and vegetation, so that thoe
Parigian may tuke his country run any day

in winter, And thousands upon thousands
do, mwen, woemen and  chidren, and the
Palals Sport is quite aristoeratie withal

There aro ¢ireles in which novices are made
famillar with the mysterles of the wheel,
and, In fact, nono are allewed on the spiral
who are not experienced riders, In the
Fenway garden the track will not be w
gpiral, but an improvement of that (dea,
The upper rooms of the blg bullding will
be devoted to different purposes. There will
te a circular ball room In the space over
the entrance, which will be the biggeat of
its kind In Boston. In conneotion with It
there will be a large reception room and
a banqueting hall, and all of these of course

*will have separate entrances from the rest

of the bullding. Over the ball room will
be a roof garden, and this will be one of
the most Interesting features, as Hoston has
up to the present time been without this
very delightful means of pasiing the warm
sumimer evenings.

tho next meeting, which ocours early In
March, The ordinance seems to be growing
in favor among the majority of the local
wheolmen, regardiess of the faet that ono of
the clubs haeg voted ngalnst It.
